rather wandering from the point. The pro- 
motion of commerce will not necessarily save 
~ China from dismemberment bythe “ greedy 
foreign Powers” ; ib might even add to the 
; temptations to a policy of tutelage and an- 
nexation. The President of the Board, 
however, thinks the Empire is in a’ parlous 
state, and that it is due greatly to the 
ss greedy foreign Powers.” - Unlike ‘most of 
his countrymen, be is of opinion that some- 
thing should be ‘done fo alter this condition 
_ of affairs, for he says :—* Unless somethin 
is soon done for its salvation, it will +h 
too tate, because the country will be 
gradually “drained of its silver, uot only 
by the various old and new war indemni- 
‘ties and loans, but by dts want of trade.”

Affected have beeh pacified or repressed, and 
the banditti that keep many distrieta in a 
condition of terror and uncertainty have 
been hunted down and suppressed, the 
country cannot prosper and its trade cannot 
revive. Tue Chineso merchants have not 
much to ara, Tney are sufficiently wide- 
awake to their own interests to take binte 
fiem foreign merchants and, their methods, 
and they are quite capable of holding their 
own with all and sundry, By. all means, 
however, let the Chinese Government Bp 
point delegates to. study the conditions of 
trade; they are sure to acquire much useful 
knowledge; but let them not suppose that 
sueb a course’ will neutralise the evils which 
a debased curreney or want of currency has 
brought upon the country, 

The remedy for the drain. upon China's 
resources which has followed the deprecia- 
tion of silver is clear and obvious to the 
meanest intelligence, and vone but those 
who are her enemies at the gate would 
attempt to delude her rulers on the subject, 
The logges she has suffered by having to pay 
her indemnities and repuy 
There, is hut one 
method by which she can obtain relief from 
the present situation, and this has been 
‘listinctly pointed out to the: Waiwupe by 
Professor Jexna, It is by the estublish- 
nient of a national currency on a gold 
standard. The coinage would be silver, but 
the. standard would be gold. Japan ‘has 
already established her currency on this 
basis and with entirely eutisfactory results. 
The prophecies of the, pessimists have" been 
completely falsified in her ense, Her trade 
has inerensed instead of diminished. There 
have been no financial: troubles, no falling 
off in“exports, no difficulty with regard to 
imports. It is argued, of course, by the 


yadvocates of silver in China that the con- 


ditions ave differcut, and that, what was 
good for the land of the Rising Sun woul 
not be healthy. for the Celestial, Empire. 
The latter must remain a dumping ground 
fur silver, or how can they continue to mako 
enormous profits by exchange? Moreover, 
China has no gold, and without gold how 
can 4 country havea gold standard? Japan 
had no gold, but) she has managed to 
maintain her eredit and her trade. Qh, 
but Japan is different, we are told. She has 
oredit and she has resources. This is all 
mere begging of the question, we take leave 
tosay. It is ‘true China has no gold, but 
she would require little for the purpose, aud 


she certainly has resources, even greater 
resources: than Japan could ever lay claim 
to, und if the currency were only organised 
and established under the able direction of 
Sir Rosurr Harr there would be no. ques- 


tion about its stability, Difficulties there | 


are undoubtedly, but they are none of then 
insuperable, nor would they take Jong te 
surmount, No great change: in a national

Tho following expression of opinion on tho 


neutrality question w.s given to the Stundard’s 
correspondent at _ Coustantinople, “by an 
eminent foreign jurist.” 

“Tt would be difficult to dofond any dlis- 
cevimiration hotween the duties of neutrals 
towards belligerents on I-nd snd their duties 
toward -naval bellizerents, Any army, 00 
entering neutral territory, must be disarmed,” 
and ia precluded from. toking further part in 
the war, Cwleris paribus, any naval unit’ en- 
tering the territorial waters ofa neutral State 
ought to be considered, and, if uecessury, 
forcibly put out of fu ure action, either by te 
neutral, or, if the latter is ‘too weak, by the 
enemy. I suppose that a rgnadron of cavalry 
which, in want of water, crossed into 
neural territory and water od its horses, would 
have ao right to relurnvand that these supply- 
ing water would be responsible for its not doing 
go, Similarly, to su) ply cont or harbourage to 
fugitive ships must be « violation of neutrality, 
since u battleship’ withont coal is helpless, an- 
able either to continue on the offensive or to 
escape pursuit.’

find that underwriters of either companies or 
membersof Lloyd's have any conscious. policy of 
preforones for German steamers. . A true 
comparivon of rates can only be made if the 
nature of the cargoes and of the voyages is 
similar, and there has not hoen enongh business 
in German steamers coming forward here to 
justify definite conclusions. A few weeks ago 
Hamburg claimed to be able to take lower rates 
on cargo in German stemmors than were. being 


{paid in London, for shipments in . British 


steamers, but a small market like Hamburg is 
rapidly. filled up and affords no truo test. 
Several correspondents have writlen to me to 
point out that the estimute of war losses given 
last week was much too small, “his estimate

“MUST BE ALLOWED,” 


According to a San Sebastian correspondont 
one Russian captain at least hus a dictutorial 
manner, : 

The Russian cruiser Don, mounting 17 gone, 
and carrying « crew of 400 men, entered Vigo ‘ 
on Sunday night from Liban. When the Naval 
authorities intimated that ander instructions 
from the Government they could not permit 
belligerent vossels to .remain for more than 
twenty-four. hours, the Russian Coinmander 
déclared that he must be allowed to stay five 
days in ordor to repair his engines, which had 
developed defects on the voyage ont. This 
attitude on the part of the Don's captuin places 
the Government and tho Minister for Marine 
in an awkward position, 18 the Vigo authorities 
have telegraphed fox further instructions. 

Vigo seems to bo the port of call selected for 
thése “contraband chasers” to get letters and 
telegrams, several of which were handed to: the 
Russian Commander, who. immediately sent off 
replies in cypher, The officers and sailors wore 
allowed to go ashoro, and they showed much 
anxiety to learn the latest news from the seat 
of war, saying that events would soon take a 
turn favourable to Russia. :
